Favor Cheaper Smokeless Fuels 


Primary Aspirants of Both Parties for Reten- 
tion of Control Ordinances, While 
Seeking Lower Prices. 


The six primary candidates seek- 
ing to succeed Mayor Bernard F. 
Dickmann as Mayor all favor the 
retention of the existing smoke 
control ordinances but assert there 
is need for a reduction in the price 
of smokeless fuels, inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch showed today. Mayor 
Dickmann, the seventh mayoral 
candidate, took a leading part in 
the adoption of the ordinances, and 
his administration, as is known, 
has been seeking methods of reduc- 
ing fue] costs. 

Waltér J. G. Neun, former Pres- 
ident of the Board of Aldermen, 
former Circuit Judge, and the un- 
successful Republican nominee for 
Mayor in 1933, said he considered 
the smoke laws a “grand improve- 
ment—so much so that they were 
in my platform eight years ago.” 
He said he would not change 
them in any respect if he were 
elected Mayor. “But, as I have 
said in my campaign talks,” he 
said, “I think it is necessary to try 
to provide smokeless fuels at cheap- 
er costs. The poor people who buy 
solid fuels by the basket have been 
hit the hardest, and we ought to 
look out for them. Of course, I 
don’t know how we would reduce 
the price; that would depend on a 
thorough study of the whole prob- 
lem.” 

Former Judge William Dee 
Becker, Republican, who served on 
the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
bench from 1917 to 1941, stated his 
stand on the smoke laws in his 
platform. While supporting the 
present ordinances, Judge Becker 
added: 

“The ideal, as universally recog- 
nized, may well be the application 
of one of the scientific smokeless 
processes to our wealth of nearby 
cheap Illinois coal, so that it may 
be available, if at all possible, be- 


fore another winter. With one of 
the world’s greatest bituminous’ 
coal fields on our doorstep, the ac- 
complishment of this objective 
would provide inexpensive smoke-} 
less coal at minimum transporta- 
tion costs, and an opportunity to 
again buy our coal] from within our 
own trading area, which also would 
mean increased benefit to St. 
Louis.” 

William E, Buder, attorney, who 
also is running for the Republican 
mayoral nomination, came out in 
his platform for “action to provide 
a type of smokeless fuel to make 
enforcement of the smoke ordi- 
nance easier.” It was explained 
that by this statement he meant 
research should be diligently pur- 
sued until methods were found to 
provide lower-priced fuels. 

J. Harry Pohlman, attorney and 
School Board member and the 
fourth Republican mayoral candi- 
date, said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he was certain “no one 
wants to go back to the old smoky 
days,” or alter the existing smoke 
laws. “But if possible we should 
have low-cost fuel within the reach 
of all,” he said. “At this time no 
one can honestly suggest how this 
goal can be achieved, but when 
elected Mayor I will ‘push’ research 
on this vital subject.” 

Lee Meriwether, retired attorney 
and a Democratic candidate for 
Mayor, said: “Cheaper fuel is very 
desirable. of course, if it can be ob- 
tained, If elected Mayor, I would 
try to work out some plan along 
that line. Naturally, I am strongly 
in favor of smoke elimination.” 

C. George Saenger, a _— building 
contractor and Democratic mayoral 
candidate, also said he would retain 
the smoke control laws and try to 
work out plans bring lower-cost 
smokeless fuels to the city.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).—

The measure, tarrying funds for

Not a word of debate occurred 
on the Guam project although a 
similar proposal stirred much con- 
troversy at two previous sessions of 
Congress because critics contended 
it constituted an unwarranted af- 
front to Japan. 

Congressman Smith (Dem.), Vir- 
ginia, proposed the anti-closed shop 
amendment, contending its adoption 
would stop “labor racketeering” on 
defense projects. 

It was defeated by a standing 
vote of &1 to 11, after Congressman 
Woodrum (Dem.), Virginia, in 
charge of the bill, declared it would 
“tie the defense program in a knot.”

Bill Requiring Three-Day Waiting 
Period Before License Issuance 
Perfected by House.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27.— 
The Still-Hamlin “gin marriage” 
bill, requiring a three-day waiting 
period before issuance of a mar- 
riage license, was perfected today 
by the House without a record 
vote.

These visitors were traced 
through the license. numbers of 
their automobiles. Many of them 
were shown motion pictures of 
themselves entering and leaving 
“Uncle Billy's” little office. Many 
of them agreed, the agent said, to 
testify for the Government. 
Stories told by these visitors led 
the Government to charge, when 
Skidmore’s trial opened Monday, 
that he was the big man to whom 
Chicago gamblers looked for “pro- 
tection.” 

Five former bookmakers testified 
yesterday that they paid him more 
than’ $5000 for the privilege of run- 
ning gambling joints. 

One of these witnesses, Sam N., 
Drell, was recalled in Federal court 
today for cross-examination by Wil- 
liam Scott Stewart, Skidmore’s at- 
torney. He testified briefly and was 
followed to the stand by Charles 
Wells, who said he was 35 years 
old and an whemployed barber. 

In 1936, Wells testified, he went 
to see Skidmore at the junkyard 
and told him he wanted to open a 
handbook.

The drive ror new taxes bégan 
with President Roosevelt’s January 
budget message, but has been held 
in abeyance until March income tax 
returns show just how lucrative 
existing tax rates may be. The 
March collections are so near now 
that the officials want to be ready 
to act on the information disclosed 
in the returns.

Stimson Says Number of Army’s Parachutists 
Will Be Increased 4-Foid—Experi- 
ments Successful. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP).— 
Strengthening of United States air 
forces in Alaska was announced to- 
day by Secretary of War Stimson. 
He told a press conference three 
additional air corps units had left 
the West Coast recently for Alaska 
and that other units were scheduled 
to leave within the next two 


months. 

He declined to disclose the 
strength of these units in men and 
planes, declaring: 

“J don’t like to. make the War 
Department a center of specific 
information to go to our friends 
abroad—or to our non-friends 
abroad.” 

Stimson also reported to the press 
conference that the Army’s experi- 
ments. with parachute troops have 
been so successful that the number 
of such troops is being increased 
four-fold. 

The War Department chief said 
that the Army now had one battal- 
ion of 412 men and 34 officers con- 
ducting experiments and doing 
training work with parachutes at

This force will 
be expanded to four battalions, 
Stimson said, and a headquarters 
organization will be established at 
Fort Benning. 

Discussing arms production, Stim- 
son said that output at present was 
“about what we expected” but that 
most of the program was still in 
the tooling-up stage. 

Robert P. Patterson, undersecre- 
tary, said that production of tanks, 
machine-guns, rifles, and small arms 
ammunition was satisfactory and 
that plane production was im- 
tary, said that production was im- 
proving. 


Two medium tanks were received 
by the Army last week, he said, and 
new powder production will start 
within two or three weeks. 


Stimson estimated the army’s 
strength today at 951,000 officers 
and men, a peacetime record. He 
said this force included 201,000 se- 
lective service trainees. 

He reported that all except one 
of the 21 replacement centers where 
most selectees will be given basic 
training would be in operation by 
April 1. The exception, he said, 
would be Fort Leonard Wood at 
Rolla, Mo., where delays have been 
attributed officially to bad weather 
and to a last-minute change in lo- 
cation. 

Between 130,000 and 150,000 selec- 
tive service trainees will be induct- 
ed into the army during March, 
Stimson continued. About 105,000 
will be sent to the replacement cen- 
ters.

“In Mexico, the economic pene- 
tration of the Germans is prodig- 
ious, according to all the corre- 
spondents who have been there the 
last year,” she said. 

Most of her speech, prepared only 
shortly before the meeting because 
of a short spell of sickness on the 
train from New York, was devoted 
to an optimistic appraisal of Brit- 
ain’s chances in the war—assurance 
of England’s success with Amer- 
ica’s aid and because of the right- 
eousness of her cause, new weapons 
against air attack, the collapse of 
Italy, victories in Africa and the 
Near. East. 

Indorses Lease-Lend Bill. 

She pleased the sponsors of the 
meeting with an indorsement of 
President Roosevelt’s foreign pol- 
icy, particularly the “lease-lend” 
bill, 

“The President defines it as all 
aid short of war. Ladies and 
gentlemen,” she said with empha- 
sis, “he means it. He is trying 
to win this war without fighting it 
with American soldiers.” 

Miss Thompson mentioned a new 
device, “developed by British brains 
and in an American laboratory, 
which has already solved one of 
the greatest problems of defense in 
this. war.” Afterwards, she told 
reporters the device was.a protec- 
tion against night bombing by air- 
planes. 

The audience gave her a long, 
standing ovation at the conclusion 
of the talk and she returned to 
the speaker’s stand for a minute

Despite the reports from Missouri 
hunters on the scarcity of quail 


, |ast fall, surveys by wildlife author- 


ities prove there were plenty of quail 
in the State and that they were 


jscarce only in the spots’ where 


hunters are accustomed to look for 
them,. Dr. Rudolf Bennitt, zoology 
professor at the University of Mis- 
sourl and biology adviser to the 
State Conservation Commission, 
told members of the Conservation 
Federation of Missouri at a meet- 
ing last night. 

The more. pessimistic hunters 
were ready to agree by the end of 
the season, Dec. 31, that the State 
was losing its quail, Dr. Bennitt 
said. 

“However, I'm willing to go out 
on a limb and predict that, barring 


the worst possible weather condi- 
tions in the next eight months, the 
1941 quail season will be first-rate,” 
the speaker asserted. 

“Returns from questionnaires 
sent to 18,000 hunters show that 
1940 hunting was 77 per cent as 
good as 1939, which, you must re- 
member, was one of the best sea- 
sons in many years. Putting it 
another way, the average hunter 
bagged one bird every 46 minutes 
of actual hunting time in 1940, com- 
pared with one bird every 35 min- 
utes the year before. 

“The quail census which we took 
last summer indicated a drop in 
population to about 89 per cent of 
that in 1939. Comparing this fig- 
ure with hunters’ repoMs, it would 
appear we were 12 per cent off in 
our calculations. 


“Every test, however, has shown 


» {that the birds were there. Due, per- 


haps, to bad weather conditions, the 
fall shuffle of the birds—that pro- 
cess by which they break up their 
family groupings and go into coveys 
—was delayed until the hunting 
season opened. During the shuffle, 
the birds go into the woods, into 
bare fields and other unusual places 
where hunters never seek them. 
During this period the birds also 
tend to run instead of lie before 
the dogs.” — 


Discussing reasons for the 11 per 
cent drop in numbers, Dr. Bennitt 
said the June hatch had been poor- 
er than usual, due perhaps to weak- 
ening of the birds from the arduous 
winter. Also, early in June, there 
were exceptionally neavy rains 
which might have washed out some 
nests. In July came a drouth and 
more drouths in September an 
October, this condition also. being 
unfavorable for bird lite. The early 
freeze last November tended to 
drive the birds into the woods for 
food. 

Mild weather conditions this win- 
ter have been most favorable for 
quail and other kinds of game, Dr. 
Bennitt said, adding that his de- 
partment would issue a report later 
on a quail census now under way.

Several mem- 
bers of the Labor Government are 
reported to have been imprisoned 
during the last war for their paci- 
fist convictions, but there is noth- 
ing pacifistic about the Fraser 
Cabinet's war effort. Last July it 
instituted a policy of conscription

Began Preparing in 1936. 

As far back as 1936 the New 
Zealand authorities took for grant- 
ed that war was coming and sought 
assistance from the United’ King- 
dom in working out its defenses, 
Thanks to the sound advice given 
by a high British air force officer 
and the promptness with which 
New Zealand carried out his 
recommendations, New Zealand 
was better prepared in the air than 
m other parts of the empire.

The Conservative Government of 
Australia has thus far refrained 
from conscripting Australians for 
overseas service, though military 
service and training for home de- 
fense is. now obligatory in Aus 
tralia. The reliance on the volun- 
tary system in Australia for over- 
‘seas soldiers is in deference to the 
sentiments of the Labor Party, 
which holds as many seats in Par- 
liament as the Menzies Govern- 
ment and, in return for a non-con- 
scription pledge, has whole-heart- 
edly supported the war effort. Aus- 
tralia fought the last war without 
conscription for overseas service 
and hopes to do the same this time. 


Eighty thousand New Zealanders 
volunteered for overseas service in 
the 10 months prior to the institu- 
tion of conscription. Twenty-five 
thousand are already serving the 
empire overseas and have dis- 
tinguished themselves in the cam- 
paigns in Libya and Egypt. Dur- 
ing the first World War New Zea- 
land, with a smaller. population 
than at present, sent 100,000 of its 
sons to the wars and suffered 20,000 
casualties, 


The Labor Government of New 
Zealand has been realistic in fts 
attitude towards the totalitarians 
from the time it took office ‘in 
1935. At times, the outspoken atti- 
tude of its delegate to the League 
of Nations on totalitarian aggres- 
sion was very embarrassing to the 
appeasers then directing British 
foreign policy. One of the most re- 
cent instances of New Zealand’s

21,000 on Waiting List. 

The schools for training air and 
ground crews, which had been or- 
ganized prior to the outbreak of 
the war, are functioning very ef- 
fectively with a maximum enrol)- 
ment at all times and large wait- 
ing lists. New Zealand estimates 
that it costs $5600 to turn out a 
competent pilot and it selects can- 
didates from the 21,000 applicants 
for training with a view to having 
as few failures as possible. Over 
4500 men who are candidates for 
air training are being given pre- 
liminary training in night and 
home-study courses which have 
proved so helpful that’ they are 
being imitated in other parts of 
the empire. 

In addition to the 56,000 men who 
have already been taken out of 
production for full-time military 
service, the Government is strength- 
ening the _ territorial or militia: 
forces and building up a home 
guard of 50,000 from men engaged 
in civil pursuits. New Zealand 
troops are on duty in Fiji as well 
as in the Mediterranean areas. - 

Despite the heavy drain in mah- 
ipower for military purposes, the 
total value of New Zealand produc-

Lower Danube. The Kremlin is 
too wise, and also too frightened, 
to misinterpret two synchronized 
developments of this sort. 


Meanwhile, the Germans have 
formidably increased the size of 
their three separate armies along 
the Soviet frontiers, one in East 
Prussia, a second in Poland and 
the third in Rumania. Simultane- 
ously, upon realiable information 
leaking from Berlin into the Bal- 
kans, the Nazis have transferred 
most of the Maginot Line’s mov- 
able military equipment eastward 
to the Vistula. Along the old Po- 
lish-German frontier, where they 
had already started strong forti- 
fications long ago, Hitler is now 
completing an “East Wall” bar- 
rier which is intended as a sec- 
ond and impregnable line against 
Russia, Taking these events in 
the totality of their effect, the 
handwriting on the wall is very 
plain to the occupants of the 
Kremlin. They have no illusions 
about Hitler’s ultimate intentions 
in regard to the Ukraine and 
Southern Russia, perhaps all the 
way through the Caucasus to the 
extremely rich oil fields of Baku, 
along the shores of the Caspian 
Sea. 


Check and Countercheck. 


The desperate game of check 
and countercheck between Nazis 
and Soviets in Eastern and South- 
astern Europe has swung pre- 
ponderantly in favor of Hitler.

I had filed several dispatches about 
the inderlying conflict of interests 
between the Nazis and Soviets in 
the Balkans, Berlin suddenly re- 
versed itself and refused to grant 
me a visa to enter Germany. Two 
American correspondents were ex- 
pelled from Germany for writing 
articles of a similar vein regarding 
the Nazis’ anxiety over Russia’s 
absorption of the three Baltic 
states of Esthonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania. These were truths which 
Hitler simply did not want to have 
aired at the time. 


Nevertheless, by the end of Au- 
gust, the mask of Nazi-Soviet 
friendship was suddenly discarded. 
Hitler handed over two-thirds of 
Transylvania to Hungary—unique- 
ly, for the sake of-being able to 
control the crest of the Carpathian 
Mountains and to get the Ruma- 
nians to submit to a German army 
of occupation, The Rumanian Gov- 
ernment signed away its freedom 
and the Nazis agreed to “defend” 
Rumania’s much-reduced frontiers 
'—and also her oil fields. Now there 
are reported to be 600,000 German 
troops in Rumania, and the Krem- 
lin is worried as never before 
about the perpetual threat of a 
Nazi invasion of the Ukraine. 


The Transylvanian deal was 
Hitler’s reply to Russia’s seizure of 
Bessarabia and her annexation of 
the Baltic States. In September, 
while Nazi specialists were taking 
over control of Rumania’s oil fields 
and airport, Hitler made another 
important move which was cloaked 
with secrecy. There has been lit- 
tle or no publicity attached to this 
move and I only learned about it, 
on unimpeachable authority, much 
later when it was impossible to re- 
port the matter under censorship, 
either directly or indirectly. 


Nazi Force in Finland. 


Very quietly the Nazis sent a 
sizable contingent of engineers, 
artillery and other officers into 
Finland. Ostensibly they were to 
superintend the transport of sup- 
plies northward to German forces 
in Norwegian Lapland, but it is 
reported that many Nazi officers 
had other instructions, too. At

The report further states that a 
so-called Russian National Com- 
mittee (PHK) has been created in 
Warsaw with Nazi aid; that PHK 
conducts anti-Soviet activity and 
espionage against the Soviets, 
“especially In the Ukraine and Cau- 
casus;” that the headquarters of 
the Russian National Committee, in 
Berlin, is headed by the former 
White Russian Gen. Bishuvski and 
its leader in Warsaw is named 
Vorzekovski. 


Protecting Breadbasket. 


While this Soviet Secret Serv- 
ice report was being written the 
Red Army, profiting by Hitler’s 
preoccupations in occupying 
France, walked into Bessarabia and 
iplanted its outposts close to the 
natural defense line of the Car- 
pathians and along one side of the 
mouth of the Danube. Obviously 
the Kremlin was trying to protect 
Russia against a future Nazi in- 
vasion, designed to “liberate” the 
Ukraine while gobbling up its gi- 
gantic breadbasket. 


Just after the Soviets took Bes- 
sarabia away from the Rumanians, 
I wrote a dispatch about the Hit- 
ler-Stalin honeymoon being over 
and it had a curious consequence.

Are the American people ready to face war? 

Polls of public opinion show that 85 per cent of 
the people are against going to war, but they also 
show that 68 per cent are willing to help Britain at 


| risk of going to war. As to the lease-lend bill, 64 per 


cent are in favor of it, according to the polls, 

These figures indicate some confusion in the pub- 
lic mind. Many of those who form the 86 per cent 
‘must also be part of the 68 per cent who are willing 
to take risks. Again, the 54 per cent figure shows 
that some of the 68 per cent apparently think the 
lease-lend bill is too risky. Does it not boil down to 
this, that the majority of our people hope that our 
aid-to-Britain policy, which they favor, will not re- 
sult in war? 

Yet, unless something unforeseen occurs, there is 
strong likelihood that the United States will. be at 
war with Germany and possibly also with Japan in 
a very short time. | 
The signs and portents pointing to this possibil- 
ity are increasing. Secretary ‘of Commerce Jesse 
Jones told a House committee the other day that this 
country is “in the war, or at least nearly in the 
war.” Vice-President Wallace last Saturday said we 
must be prepared to sacrifice, “if need be, our lives” 
to prevent Hngland from losing. Senator Bailey said 
in the Senate recently that enactment of the lease- 
lend bill would mean “intervention” in the Buropean 
conflict. He expressed the hope that “this interven- 
tion may not mean war, but if it does I am ready 
for it.” 

Mr. Jones and Mr. Wallace are members of the ad- 
ministration, and Senator Bailey is a strong support- 
er of the administration’s foreign policy. They 
are not noted for irresponsible statements. Quite 
the contrary. What they say is borne out by numer- 
ous straws in the wind. Since last June, there has 
been a constantly increasing tempo of war talk and 
of war preparation. 

Wars do not happen overnight. When Gavril 
Princip killed the Archduke Franz Ferdinand in 
Sarajevo in 1914, the first World War began. But 
the first World War was in the brewing long before 
Princip’s pistol was aimed at the Archduke’s breast. 
The pistol was only the final catalytic agent. 

But the people of Europe would not believe that 
war was imminent until the armies of Europe began 
to be mobilized and, even then, there were millions 
of persons who were not prepared for the shooting. 
To cite an example from our own history, the ques- 
tion of slavery had been debated for many decades 
before the firing on Fort Sumter, yet it was not until 
the first battle of Bull Run that the people came to 
the full realization that a war was on. 

In the present instance, there are millions of Amer- 
icans who apparently do not realize the critical 
nature of the situation. 

The winter is fading fast, and it is usually in 
the months of March and April, when the weather be- 
comes more clement, that big offensives take place. 
These months of 1941 may see an all-out drive by 


attack by Germany upon Greece, while Japan is being 
urged by Hitler to seize the Dutch and British pos- 
sessions in the Far East. 

If these offensives appear to be on the way to suc- 
cess, there will be an increasing demand for full-

Do the people want to pay these terrific costs? 
Do they want to embark on a crusade that might take 
American soldiers and sailors all over the earth and 
which could last, as William Allen White surmised, 
for 30 years? It is our belief that the American 
people, though they hate Hitler and dictatorship in 
general, are not ready for war. They wish to give 
Britain every possible aid, and this very policy is 
motivated by the fervent hope that by helping Britain 
survive, America will be kept out of the war, as the 
sponsors of the lease-lend bill have assured the 
country. 

Expert opinion points out that the country, from a 
military and aviation standpoint, is not prepared for 
a war and it has been urged that the need for build- 
ing up our own armament as a belligerent would 
mean that our shipments of planes and arms to Brit- 
ain for her own use would have to be materially 
reduced if we entered the conflict. Then, too, if we 
were to fight Japan in the Pacific, the whole aid-to- 
Britain picture would necessarily change. 

When we entered the war in 1917, over half a 
century had elapsed since the exhausting War Be- 
tween the States. Our national debt was only one 
billion dollars. We were fresh and vigorous. This 
war, if it comes, finds us not yet fully recovered from 
the first World War; it finds us still in the grip of 
a long depression; it finds us with a national debt 
of 45 billion dollars. For these and many other 
reasons, this war, if it comes to us, will make the 
last war seem like a picnic. 

The administration has made many pledges—and, 
as we believe, sincerely—that it will not take the 
country into war. The people have approved these 
pledges and now support them by an 85 per cent 
majority. Yet the plain warnings of administration 
men like Messrs. Jones, Wallace and Bailey that war 
is possible cannot be ignored, 

To help the British at risk of war means exactly 
that; it means that we may soon be in the war. Un- 
less the people wish to deceive themselves, they must 
face this possibility. 


IN JUSTICE TO ABSENTEE VOTERS. 

Missouri’s absentee-voting law is an inefficient, im- 
practicable measure which at each election disfran- 
chises thousands of citizens who happen to be away 
from home. An amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion will be required to set it right, and Charles M. 
Hay, chairman of the St. Louis Board of Election 
Commissioners, has just called for action to set that 
process in’ motion. 

A Missourian who is away from home on election 
day can cast an absentee ballot only if he is within 
the State, but in a county other than the one which 
he resides. This strange restriction makes it neces- 
sary for persons temporarily employed or attending 
school in other states to journey home or lose their 
votes. No logical reason for such an unfair provi- 
sion can possibly be offered. 

The process of amending the Constitution is a 
lengthy one. What legislator will introduce the bill 
that starts this reform on its way? His action will 
undoubtedly lead to public approval of an amendment 
correcting this long-standing injustice. 
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POSTMAN POSNER FINDS A NICKEL. 

An honest man has always been held up as one of 
nature’s true noblemen, and Diogenes is reputed to 
have spent a lot of time canvassing Corinth by lan- 
tern light in search of one, But the excruciatingly 
honest postman who turned up in New York proved 
to be a confounded nuisance to Federal and police 
authorities. 

The story of Postman Louis (Paragon) Posner’s 
conscientious scruples when he found a nickel while 
delivering the mail were told in a dispatch yester- 
day—how he faithfully notified superiors of his treas- 
ure trove, then told the news to the police when it 
proved to be within their orbit, trudged hither and 
yon to make the proper records, and consumed about 
$25 worth of police time, paper and carbons in steer- 
ing his 5-cent find through the necessary channels. 

Before condemning Postman Posner as an insuffer- 
able fanatic on the subject of honesty, it’s worth 
while to attempt plumbing his motives. Isn’t it 
possible that he was performing a service by exposing 
to public view the labyrinth of red tape through 
which an honest man has to go in attempting to re- 
turn to its owner property not his own? The in- 
volved procedure which the press described in re- 
counting his adventure is enough to discourage any- 
one with an honest impulse. If Posner’s experience 
results in bringing a little commensurate simplicity 
into the system, we move that

COLD, crisp day dawned last Sat 

in St. Louis. It was cold enough to put 

a big load on the heating plants, and 
I made a tour through various neighbor- 
hoods to hunt for smoke. ‘For three hours 
I hunted and didn’t find as much smoke in 
the St. Louis air as Mayor Cornelius D. 
Scully’s Pittsburgh stogies made during the 
sessions of the United States Conference of 
Mayors, 

I am particularly interested in the man 
who buys coal by the bushel. I found him 
today—in fact, several of him. 

The very poorest say they don’t like to pay 
more for smokeless fuel, but I didn’t find a 
man who said his fuel bill was more this 
year than last. 

All of them said, “Why, the new coal’s 
much hotter, and it does not have as much 
ash. We'd like to have cheaper fuel, of 
course, but there’s no reason to go back to 
the smoke palls.” 

That’s convincing to me. Many persons 
have suggested that perhaps the very poor 
suffered because of drastic regulation of 
fuel. No one was able to say where the 
man who suffered is. The poor themselves 
—and the ones I saw were pretty poor— 
have no great objection to burning smoke- 
less fuel.

I wish I could take all Loutsville with me 
on a tour of St. Louis. The sky is blue, 
crystal clear, the air smelis sweet and the 
sun glistens like a summer sun. In fact, 
this sunny day beguiled me into a long walk 
in the cold, and the temperature was really 
biting. 

The success of the smoke campaign here 
is unbelievable. I actually believe it has put 
smiles on the faces of many St. Louisans. 

During the last few months, I have 
heard from many sources, from citizens and 
officials of St. Louis, as well as from visitors 
to that city, of the remarkable results ob- 
tained by passage of the now famous St.

tops of high buildings, both day and night,. 
caused comments from all Mayors and of- 
ficials from cities which also suffer from 
smoke palls. The interest manifested re- 
sulted in an extra meeting after adjourn- 
ment of the conference, at which time sev- 
eral of the men responsible for the cleaning 
up of this city explained the procedure fol- 
lowed, and answered many questions from 
interested Mayors. 

I am already convinced that the job done 
here in St. Louis is a tremendous success 
and that the citizens in all walks of life are 
so completely satisfied with the result that 
they would not under any consideration 
return’ to the old conditions. 

I am firmly convinced that the City of 
Louisville can do the same job, and not only 
have a cleaner city, but also can improve 
the health conditions of everyone who lives 
there. I am sure that if our citizens could 
see the success which has been achieved 
in St. Louis, they would insist even more 
strongly than they are now indicating that 
Louisville be cleaned up in a _ similar 
manner.

Although conditions in all cities are not 
alike, I am sure that the members of the 
Mayor’s Smoke Abatement Committee, in 
their studies and conferences, can recom- 
mend to the Board of Aldermen and the 
Mayor a procedure to be followed which not 
only will accomplish the desired result, but 
will do it without material damage to any- 
one or any group, 

I do think that Louisville ought to be 
reminded that processing coal to produce a 
smokeless fuel ig only a small part of the 
job. 

In St. Louis, it has played practically no 
part, since probably not any more of the 

fuel is being used here than before 
the anti-emoke ordinance was passed. 
Smoke Commissioner Ray Tucker told us 
that if all the fuel necessary for use in the 
homes here were processed, 10 times as 
much gas as the city uses normally would 
be produced “and we'd be floating in rivers 
of tar.” 

Unless the by-products of fuel processing 
can be sold, Mr. Tucker said, the cost of 
the processing increases. 

There isn’t a single Kentucky coal on 
the Smoke Commissioner’s approved list, 
and if Louisville wants to emulate the Mis- 
souri city, it will mean banning all Ken- 
tucky coals for fuel unless they are proc 
essed or burned in mechanical firing de- 
vices,

Seeking Way of Escape. 
Soviet Russia stands on the de- 
fensive, playing for time and trying 
to maneuver some avenue of escape. 
For the sake of escape Stalin is 
capable of making almost any kind 
of a deal imaginable. If he be 
comes convinced that Hitler will 
te | west off a great slice of South- 
Ye | western Russia and shatter the 
Soviet regime, Stalin may. encour- 
age the Turks to defend the Dar- 
danelles at all costs. If he should 
face the danger of the British 
Isles being knocked out, Stalin may 
very well throw Russia’s weight 
—one way or another, but chiefly 
indirectly—to equalize the strug- 
gle. If Stalin one night should 
wake up in a cold sweat of terror, 
who can tell? Perhaps he would 
make a deal with Hitler and let 
Nazi engineers into Russia to reé- 


jorganize industries and transpor- 


tation, 

The record of the past seven 
months in the Balkans can leave 
no doubt that Moscow knows that 
its greatest potential enemy, its 
most uncompromising and also its 
nearest enemy, is Nazi Germany. 
If Hitler fails to invade Britain 
this spring and must find some- 
where a blitzkrieg victory of great 
propaganda possibilities, the 
Ukraine still looks like his best bet. 
It seems certain that everything 
has been prepared for this nve, 
if Hitler can discover no other 
promising outlet for violent mili- 
tary action. So Stalin, despite all 
his cunning, is compelled to stand 
upon a very hot spot. Can he be 
shaken down into acquiescence of 
surrender? Or will Stalin struggle 
and wriggle to avoid becoming an- 
other Mussolini with a Nazi ring 
through his nose? 


Logical Expectation. 

Where fear dominates the ac- 
tions and policies of a totalitarian 
dictatorship it is impossible to 
prophesy. It merely appears logi- 
cal to expect that Stalin and the 
Kremlin will attempt to avoid be- 
coming the outright prisoners of 
Hitler and Nazi Germany so long 
as they can possibly contrive to 
create any other alternatives. So- 
viet Russia will keep on manipu- 
lating for a long war and for the 
preservation of her non-combatant 
status so long as there is the 
slightest hope of these objectives 
being achieved,

Hugh Stephens Tells Engineers 
_ Low State Tax Is Used to 
Fight Levies Elsewhere,

Propaganda of petroleum inter- 


lests in Missouri against adoption 


of a new highway improvement pro- 
gram has left the State drifting 
along with “obsolete” measures for 
construction and improvement of 


roads, Hugh Stephens of Jeffer- 
son City, former member of the 
State Highway de- 


convention of the Highway Engi- 
neers’ Association of Missouri at 
Hotel Statler. 

Stephens blamed the petroleum 
interests. for paving the way for 
defeat of the constitutional amend- 
ment in 1938 which would have per- 
mitted a new 10-year program of 
highway improvement for the 
State. He said the voter “listened 
to the gasoline man rather than 
the highway engineer” on the pro- 
posed development of Missouri's 
roads. 

“Missouri, with its 2-cent gas tax, 
has been made the guinea pig for 
a nation-wide battle to regulate, 
lower, control and limit the one 
tax in which the interests back of 
that movement have a stake,” the 
speaker asserted. He said Mis- 
pouri’s gasoline tax is one of the 


interests want to keep it low to 
use the figure as a basis for their 
fight against higher taxes in other 
states. 

“We have lost two years” on a 
program to improve roads, Stephens 
said. “Instead of 5000 miles of sup- 
plementary roads for farmers 
which could have been constructed 
in 1939, we have gained 600 miles. 
St. Louis and Kansas City, which 
pay 75 per cent of the State high- 
way taxes and have never received 
anything in return, have lost $15,- 
000,000 and $7,500,000, respectively, 
by the old program, 

Stephens offered no specific plan 
for a new road program, saying 
that first “we must understand by 


. what hand a wedge is being driv- 


en” between groups interested in 
highway improvements. 

“Unless we clear the decks of in- 
terference from interests which ex- 
ploit certain of our present stat- 
utes for their advantage, we shall 
find it difficult to free ourselves 
from the straightjacket in which 
we are held by our obsolete high- 
way restrictions,” he said.

LD-FASHIONED houses — and

80 THE LONG division with div- 
idends that stretch across the sheet 
of paper, with mean divisors, and 
uneven quotients, are kept in the 
text book. Fractions with tremen- 
dous denominators, problems in af- 
fairs of by-gone days, tables no 
longer jn use, processes that are 
tedious and trying to children’s 
nerves, still clutter the books and 
the courses of study because “they 
might come in handy some day.” 


This rubbish ‘should be cleared 
out of the children’s way. They 
should not be asked to memorize 
useless junk. Dates that are less 
than milestones of history, cam- 
paigns of ancient and modern wars, 
lists of railroads, cities and the like, 
boundaries of countries, states, cap- 
itals and principal cities of the 
world, rules for spelling and punc- 
tuation that serve no useful pur- 
pose in the child’s education should 
be ruthlessly tossed out to make 
room for their betters. 


In their stead I would put 
thoroughness in the fundamentals, 
I would have every child in the 
elementary schools thoroughly 
grounded in the arts of reading, 
writing and numbers. Thoroughly 
grounded. I would put great em- 
phasis on reading. Our children 
do not, and miany cannot, read. 

By reading, I mean getting 
thought from printed la 
Our children read words, but they 
do not read meaning out of those 
words. That failure makes study 
in the higher schools hard work 
if not an impossibility. We could 


do more reading and better read« 


ing and let some of the traditional 
material in the course of study 
drop of its own uselessness.

T is better to get one good per- 

manent wave a year than to get 

two or three or four poor ones. 
Even though during the last two 
months of the year your hair may 
look sort of wilted! 

When spring comes women 
yearn for a new wave but unless 
your old wave has pretty well 
grown out wait a month longer. 
Any permanent wave takes better 
on virgin hair, you know. Of 
course, if your hair is long enough 
so that the remains of the old 
wave may be cut off without mak- 
ing you look scalped, then you 
may go ahead with your plans. 

Even though some hairdressers 
have tried to convince me _ that 
hair can be re-permanented (new 
wave over an old one) I have yet 
to be shown the successful head 
on which this was tried. It is 
better to get your wave on hair 
that has never before been waved. 
Have patience until the old curl 
has grown out. 


You should consider your per- 
manent as an investment in your 
beauty and get the best wave you 
can afford. Go to the very best 
hairdresser you know of for a 
hair shaping and wave, And if you 
can possibly do so, go to him at 
least once before that for a sham- 
poo and setting so he can. deter- 
mine what hair texture you have. 

That is important, for every’ 
manufacturer of permanent wav- 
ing processes will warn you that 
the success of your wave depends 


greatly upon the competence of 
the operator to whom you trust 
your head, and his knowledge of 
your hair’s peculiarities. 

Tinted or dyed hair is more dif- 
ficult to handle, naturally, and in 
all fairness to your operator you 
should confess what product you 
have been using and how fre 
quently you use it on your hair. 
Then he may better determine the 
type of lotion and the amount of 
heat you need. 

And bear in mind that every 
permanent wave process has dif- 
ferent timing so unless you get 
the same brand of permanent year 
in and year out do not attempt 
to give your operator timing in- 
structions. The only one instruc- 
tion you should give him—and 
Insist upon him following—is to 
give you a test curl. A test curl 
takes’ more time but if you are 
buying @ good wave you are pay- 
ing for time. 

Never go for a wave when you 
are not feeling fit. Your body’s 
state reacts on your hair. Wait 
until you feel well and strong be- 
cause you want a glossy, soft curl 
which will make you much more 
beautiful than you* were before 
you got it!

In 
order to reduce intelligently you 
will have to study the caloric val 


ues of foods. You do not have to 


count the calories, but you have to 
know them in a general way, 

The object is to lose fat, not 
muscle, Don’t lose strength. So 
take some exercise and take daily 
protein. Reducing on orange juice 
alone is not healthy. 

The most difficult part of a re- 
duction cure is the beginning. It 
takes time for the stomach to ad- 
just itself to smaller amounts and 
therefore it grumbles at first. These 
are hunger contractions caused by 
taking less food. Pay no attention 
to them. They only last the first 
few days.
